which couldn’t gain altitude on a 
takeoff crashed through a row of 
houses Tuesday , killing the pilot 
and an estimated 10 to 13 other 
persons, mostly civilians. 
The pilot was identified as 1st Lt, 
Alfred F. Pounders, 28 , of Monti* 
cello, Miss., and stationed with the 
.506th Strategic Fighter Wing at 
Tinker Air Force Base, Oklahoma 
City . 
The other dead are believed to 
be civilians, including a mother 
and 
her five children, three of 
them triplets born last y ear. 
The 
plane 
from 
Eielson 
Air 
Force Base, roaring along at close 
to 150 miles an hour a few feet 
off the ground, plowed into a group 
of six buildings, ex ploding as it 
hit. 
Fire immediately broke out in 
all of the units and in the great 
pile of debris blasted into the cen­ 
ter court by the force of the 
impact. 
It was nearly four hours later 
before the fire was brought under 
control and six bodies had been 
removed.

children and an Air Force ser­ 
geant, all unidentified. In addi­ 
tion, eight injured persons were 
being cared for in hospitals.

E. Z. Russell, prominent in Ne- 
bra.ska agriculture for more than 
half a century , died Tuesday in 
Lincoln. He was 8 8 . 
Mr. Russell, a pioneer Duroc hog 
breeder and long-time Nebraska 
swine raiser, had operated a farm, 
edited a farm magazine, served 
on the State Board of Agriculture, 
and served in Washington as head 
of th ' swine division of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Mr. Russell was born Dec. 15, 
18 66, on a farm near Blair. He 
later moved to Ft. Calhoun and 
Herman where his father raised 
nogs. 
Later, he married Grace Cam­ 
eron 
and 
moved to a f'rontier 
County farm . 
Board Member 
In 1903 he w-a.s named to the 
State Board of Agriculture a nd 
served until 1912, being treasurer 
from 1906 to 1909. 
Mr. Russell became editor of the 
Twentieth Century Farm er m aga­ 
zine in Omaha in 1913. He was re­ 
sponsible in 1918 for the founding 
of the Department of Animal Path­ 
ology at the University of Nebras­ 
ka. 
In 1953 he was honored at a 
special Feeders Day banquet at 
the University College of Agricul­ 
ture by the NU Block and Bridle 
Club, which cited his “great con­ 
tributions to the livestock indus­ 
try . 
In Washington 29 Years 
He went to W’ashington in 1917 
to take a post with the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture swine di­ 
vision and later became head of 
the division. He remained in the 
division for 29 y ears. 
Since his retirement from farm 
kfe in 1946, he has lived in Lin­ 
coln. He made his home at the Lin- 
dell Hoel, He was a member of the 
Masonic Lodge at Blair. 
Survivors include a son, R. C. 
“Bob” Russell, Lincoln, a well- 
known Cornhusker athlete; a sis­ 
ter,

ris as superintendent of the 
Men’s Reformatory . 
Attempts to show inefficiency In 
the administration at the Peniten­ 
tiary , leading to riots and fires 
there, was also blocked by objec­ 
tions of Assistant Attorney General 
Robert Nelson and sustained by 
Referee Jack Devoe as not com­ 
ing within the reasons cited by 
the Board for release of Morris. 
The “dual standard” testimony 
came as a result of the evidence 
ot Chairman Thomas Dredla that 
he was shocked at treatm ent ac­ 
corded inmates of the Reforma­ 
tory who were put in the jail with­ 
out clothing following an uprising 
in which about $60 in damage was 
done. The inmates volunteered to 
repay the loss to the state by sub­ 
scription. 
('umparison Tried 
Wagener attempted to show by 
comparisons that 
a 
reprimand 
given Morris by Dredla was not 
meted 
out 
to 
the 
Penitentiary 
v.'arden when the 
Board 
found 
more harsh treatm ent being given 
prisoners in the jail there. 
Objections were sustained when 
Deputy John Greenholtz of the 
Penitentiary was asked whether it 
was not a fact that participants 
in the Aug. 20 and 21 rioting were 
handcuffed with their hands above 
their heads for 9 or 10 hours. 
In a statem ent to the referee,

said 
that 
Greenholtz

A Geological Sur­ 
vey m easurement showed the river 
running about 2,970 cubic feet per 
second, compared to a normal of 
about 10,000 second feet.

river to try to find it. 
Zero on the gauge is an arbi­ 
trary point 958 .2 feet above 


sea level below which it was once 
presumed the river would never 
fall.

of w’ater flowing past Omaha is 
not at a record low.

LONDON — Britain’s grand old 
man will celebrate hi.s 81st birth­ 
day today. 
Sir. 
W i n s t o n Churchill, who 
stepped from 
t h e center of the 
world’s stage last April after eight 
years as British premier and near­ 
ly 60 years of active political life, 
is unaffectedly enjoying his retire­ 
ment. 


Within a few days of his 81st 
year, the great statesman and war 
leader is telling his friends with 
Churchillian positiveness that he 
has no regrets at having given up 
high office and sought retirement. 
Churchill in fact has shed the 
burden of state with ease, almost 
with joy, and is today following 
national and international affairs 
with the relaxed paternal detach­ 
ment of an octogenarian who has 
seen and done almost everything 
in his long life. 


He is in good health for his 
years, is taking care of himself in 
a manner he never did in the old 
days, but is not letting old age or 
the fussing of doctors prevent him 
from enjoying the calm winter of 
his life by doing almost everything 
he wants. 
Churchill in fact 
h a s 
proven 
everybody else w'rong by not pin­ 
ing away off stage and rapidly go­ 
ing into a decline. In that he also 
has surpri.sed himself, for he once 
confessed that he would be in des­ 
pair if he had to give up power 
and responsibility. 
“ I have found that when one lays 
down power and responsibility all 
sorts of other things fall away at 
(he same time,” Churchill said just 
a few days ago. 


i , 


Today he is a man at peace 
with him.self, but not entirely with 
a world which he continues from 
the bottom of his heart to wish was 
a better place for those who are 
following him. For like many old 
men. he likes to think back on the 
“ good old days,” when men fought 
with pistols and swords instead of 
H bombs. 
If ever Churchill broods, it is 
most always 
b e c a u s e 
of his 
thoughts about what he likes to 
«•all “ the most violent century in 
h u m a n 
history,” his scholarly, 
somber fears of 
t h e 
“ awesome 
threat” of the thermo-nuclear age, 
and his inner belief that only a 
miracle will make Russia come to

terms with the West. Yet the great­ 
est living Englishman still refuses 
to believe that humanity will de­ 
stroy itself. 


As he nears 81, Churchill is every 
inch the elder statesman, wise in 
the ways of humanity and poli- 
tician.s, a man who has quit worry­ 
ing about the smaller things in life, 
who likes to contemplate and think 
broadly instead of narrowly. 


The great change is in the w'ay 
Churchill, who once seldom paid 
any attention to hi.s health, is now 
taking care of himself. The old 
routine of working into the early 
hours, of driving himself 
h o u r 
upon hour, went out of the window 
when Churchill vacated 10 Down­ 
ing street last April. He fretted 
about It during the first few weeks, 
but has now come to realize it is 
all for the good. 


He has a new routine of great 
elasticity but which includes atten­ 
tion to diet, properly spaced out 
rest, less alcohol, and miracle of 
all miracles, he no longer habitual­ 
ly smokes cigars. The man w'ho 
for 60 years smoked an average of 
seven cigars a day now often car­ 
ries them unlit, or chews them. 
He has grown slowly to like cig- 
arets, and is allowed around half 
a dozen a day. 
( hurchill's meals are 
n o t 
as 
heavy or as indiscriminate as they 
were in his middle life or even dur­ 
ing his seventies. But he still loves 
his food 
and 
enjoys 
everything 
plaeed before him with tremendous 


relish, especially his favorite eoW 
cuts. 
There has been no sign of the 
return of the condition 
w h i c h 
brought on his severe stroke of 
19.53 and which for a time com­ 
pletely paralyzed his left side. B y 
taking care of himself, he even has 
lost the slight limp left by the 
stroke. The lifelong slight stutter 
still is evident when he gets ex­ 
cited.

With great age and the loss of 
the cares of office, Churchill can 
give full vent to his lifelong wish 
to 
d r e s s 
comfortably. 
Today 
Churchill’s n o r m a l 
housewear, 
even when guests are present, is 
his own version of the famed war­ 
time “ siren suit,” a loose-fitting, 
one piece, belted and zippered af­ 
fair into which he can slip without 
effort, worn with an open-necked 
white shirt. 
Churchill’s 
w a r d r o b e 
con­ 
tains many such suits, in several 
weights of cloth and in numerous 
colors 
including 
a 
breath-taking 
red. All bear his “ W.S.C.” mono­ 
gram, as do the comfortably soft, 
zippered slippers and semi-h i g h 
shoes he wears, usually in a color 
matching his siren suits. 
The man who once drew the 
crowds into the House of Com­ 
mons with his great oratory has 
not entered the Commons since 
June 8, when he took the oath and 
signed the roll after the election 
of late May. 
There are reports that he might 
have something to say to the Com­ 
mons 
“ .soon,” 
but Churchill 
re­ 
mains desperately anxious not to 
overshadow 
his 
successor 
a n d 
protege Anthony Eden by word or 
deed. He might chtxise the com­ 
ing weeks to deliver a personal re­ 
view of world affairs as he sees 
them from his distinguished emi­ 
nence in retirement. 
Outside of attending to his still 
v o l u m i n o u s 
correspondence, 
Churchil’s 
main 
work 
today 
is 
attempting to complete the first 
volume of his four-volume “ A His­ 
tory of The English-Speaking Peo­ 
ple,” promised for delivery early 
in the new year. 
He dictates and corrects manu­ 
script and proofs 
on 
a 
regular 
schedule for at least one hour and 
often more daily. The word from 
his home is that the old master’s 
thoughts still flow freely and that 
his literary language remains the 
old sonorous Churchillian style.
